The attacks of the insurgents con- 


The insur- 
gents have descended into tho plain 
behind the convent of Chrysopighi, and 
have set (ire to Mussulman houses. 


Tho admirals are about to issue a 


proclamation in all the towns and vil- 
lages, explaining tho reason for the pres- 
ence of the foreign fleets in Cretan 
waters, and exhorting tran nullify. 


Tho opinion is growing among tho 


population, which is so divided in in- 
veterate hut red, that schemes for re- 
forms are futile. 
Tho best plan, it is 


argued, is to permit the Greek troops to 
occupy the country and escort the be- 
sieged Mussulmans'abroad, for tho Mus- 
sulmans can not remain in Crete.

mer, freezing up in winter, and flood- 
ing states, principalities and powers 
whenever it feels so inclined.

waiither bureau sent a dispatch every 
day, giving tho condition of the river 
above. 
All tho information 
received 


and posted was absolutely correct, with 
the exception of a dispatch received by 
Capt. T. ,T. Hall, of the steamar Gate 
City, from his ageut in Cincinnati, 
which was a bulletin transmission. 


While the weather bureau gave no 


estimate of how much water we would 
have here, tho information imparted 
from time to time was the opinions of 
old river men and citi/.eus who have 
carefully watched and mndo notes of 
rises iu the past. 
I want to say that it 


takes a pretty good flood professor to 
figure tho exact stage, or come within 
two feet of tho limit, basing on the 
information he hag gathered from other 
floods. 


The information the weather bureau 


sends out when the danger line is to bo 
passed should be sufticieut warning for 
all parties interested to govern them- 
selves accordingly. The prophets who 
figured that we would have an 'S3 
flood had no more theory to base their 
opinions on than tho people who pre- 
dicted less.

Three Strong Cuban Resolu- 


tions Introduced. 


ONE OP THEM WAS ADOPTED. 


Unconditional Release of Julio Sauguily 


Demanded, Together AVith the 1'rotec- 
tion Generally of Americans in Culm. 
Battle Ships Should Be Sent to Cuban 
Waters to Enforce Our Demands. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—Senator Allen 


(Pop., Ncb.)has introduced a resolution 
declaring it the sense of the senate that 
effective steps should be taken to pro- 
tect the lives of Americans in Cuba, and 
that United States battleships should bo 
sent to Cuban waters. The resolution 
u as follows : 
' 


"Resolved, That it is the sense of the 


senate that the president should speed- 
ily and effectually protect the lives and 
liberties of peaceable American citizens 
residing or sojourning in Cuba and that 
lie should promptly insist that Spain 
in her war against her colonists on the 
island, should conduct the same on 
principles of civilized, warfare, eliminat- 
ing all unusual and unnecessary cruelt3r 
and barbarity ; and for the enforcement 
of these reasonable and just require- 
ment United States battleshfps should 
l)e sent vvithout delay to Cuban waters." 


Objection to the immediate consider- 


ation of the resolution was made by 
Senators Gray (Dem., Del.) and Quay 
(Rep., Pa.); and it went over. 


Senator Hill offered another rcsolu- 


tiou on the same general subject and it 
was agreed to without question. It is 
as follows : 


"Resolved, That the secretary of state 


bo, and hereby is, requested to transmit 
to tho senate, either in open or secret 
session, as he may prefer, all the corre- 
spondence and reports of the consul gen- 
eral of the United States at Havana re- 
lating to all American citizens now in 
prison in the island of Cuba not previ- 
ously reported ou." 


The third and most important propo- 


sition on the subject of the war in Cuba 
was presented by Mr. Morgan (Dem., 
Ala.), who said that ho had beer, in- 
structed by the committee ou foreign 
relations to report a joint resolution 
"demanding tho release of Julio Sau- 
guily, an 
American, imprisoned in 


Cuba." As it was in his own hand- 
writing he read it to tho senate, as fol- 
lows : 


"Resolved, by the senate and house 


of representatives, that tho government 
of the United States demand the imme- 
diate and unconditional release of Julio 
Sauguily, a citizen of the United States. 
imprisoned 
under 
charges pending 


against him in the military and civil 
courts of Cuba, on alleged grounds of 
rebellion and kidnaping, contrary to the 
treaty rights of each of sw.id govern- 
ments and in violation of tho law of na- 
tions. And the president of the United 
States is requested to communicate this 
resolution to tho government of Spain 
and to demand of that government such 
compensation as lie shall doom just for 
the imprisonment and 
sufferings of 
Julio Sanguily." 


No action was taken on this 
last 


resolution.

IN THE 
SENATE. 


Outside of Three Cuban Resolutions tho 


Session Wns Uninteresting. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 25. — Attention 


was recalled to tho Cuban question in 
the senate yesterday by the presentation 
of 
three resolutions ou that subject. 


One of these came by unanimous vote 
from the committee on foreign relations 
and called for the immediate and un- 
conditional release of Julio Sauguily, 
held at Havana. Mr. Morgan, who re- 
ported the resolution, will endeavor to 
secure action ou it as soon as possible. 
Another resolution by Mr. Allen of Ne- 
braska calls on the president to effect- 
ively protect American citizens in Cuba 
and for that purpose to send battleships 
to Cuban waters. A third resolution, by 
Mr. Hill of New York, was agreed to, 
requesting tho secretary of state for all 
correspondence with Consul General 
Lee relative to Americans imprisoned 
in Cuba. 


A sensational episode occurred late in 


the day during the consideration of the 
Indian bill. Several of the New Eng- 
land 
senators had criticised various 


items. This aroused Mr. Pettigrew ot 
South Dakota, in charge of the bill, to 
some caustic recitals of barbarities prac- 
ticed against Indians in Massachusetts 
in the early days. Mr. Hoar of Massa- 
chusetts defended his state, and amid 
impressive silence arraigned Mr. Petti- 
grew (a New Englander by birth) foi 
"befouling the nest ill which ho was 
born." 


Little progress was made on the In- 


dian bill, and Mr. Allison warned the 
senate that tho status of appropriation 
bills was most dangerous. 


IMMIGRATION 
BILL KILLED. 


The President Will Veto It on Account of 


tli« Corliss Amendment. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—The president 


is going to veto the immigration bill. 
In conversation with a friend who visit- 
ed the White House within a few days 
Mr. Cleveland said that his objections 
to the bill were not removed by the 
changes made in the bill at the last con- 
ference, but that lie still objected to tho 
bill on rfcconnt of the Corliss amend- 
ment, which pertains to the regulation 
of immigrants and laborers OH the Ca- 
nadian border. 


Mr. Cleveland has sent the bill to the | 


treasury where die clerks are preparing 
data by which he will bo able to write 
his veto message. The president will 
nor. 
return the bill without his signa- 


ture to congress for .some flays yet, but 
lie will have to do it on or before next 
Wednesday. There is hardly any possi- 
bility of congress being ;ibie to pass it 
over his veto on account, of the shore 
time before final adjournment.

Whatever may bo suid—and much can 


ca—of the beauties of the Alaskan coast, 
it is not inviting to the seafaring man, 
nnd especially the master wbo is taking 


ship by the inside route from Puget 


Bound to Sitku or Juuoau for the first 
time, a feat, so it is claimed, impossi- 
ble of accomplishment by a continuous 
voyage stivo through the assistance of a 
};ood pilot. This passageway—formed 
by the mainland coasts of British Co- 
lumbia and Alaska and a chain of is- 
lands ranging in length from 6 to 250 
miles—is from 100 yarda to several 
miles in width. The channels proper 
are of unusual depth. In places from 
800 to 400 fathoms of water are fre- 
quently fiTviTul. From the smooth, glassy 
surface ledges and reefs, assassins of 
the sea, lurk, ready to sand some ship, 
humanity laden, to the bottom. In those 
waters the load is supplanted by whistle 
echoes from the land, (his being the 
only met bod during a fog by which the 
captain or pilot guides his vessel along 
a safe way. 


Old sea captains say there is no wa- 


ter course in the world where in unfa- 
vorable weather such skill is required 
as to guide a ship via the channels on a 
voyage from the sound and return, the 
round trap to Sitka being more than 
half the distance of the voyage across 
the Atlantic. The Pacific Coast Steam- 
ehip company's vessels running to Alas- 
ka are always manned with two pilots 
each in the winter and spring and are 
never without one pilot. With at least 
two of this company's vessels now run- 
ning to Alaska the captains themselves 
served an apprenticeship of many years 
at piloting. 


The outside passage, the one by the 


open ocean, ia seldom used, on account 
of the unfavorable winds which prevail 
for a distance of over 50 miles out to 
sea, rendering a vessel's progress much 
slower, to say nothing of the danger of 
ships being caught irj a gale and driven 
ashore. With the danger from wreck 
almost eliminated by the employment 
of professional pilots, the inside passage 
is rendered a most delightful voyage, as 
it abounds in beautiful scenery and is 
free from winds.—Seattle Post-Intelli- 
geucer.
